Spirited Debate on the Philippine 


Question In the Senate. 


Washington, Jan. 16.—Spirited de- 


Sate on the Philippine question occu- 
pied the attention of the senate for 
nearly three hours. Mr. Berry (Dem., 
Ark.) first addressed the senate in. 
support of tjte resolutions recently in- 
troduced by*Air. Bacon (Dem., Ga.) re- 
garding the disposition of the Philip- 
pines. He was followed by Mr. Petti- 
grew (oil, Rep., S. D.) in support ol 
his resolution of inquiry. Sir. Petti- 
grew was very bitter in his attacks 
upon the administration. Mr. Walcott 
(Rep.. Col.}"' replied to Mr. Pettigrew, 
scathingly arraigning the South Dako 
ta senator for the attitude he had as- 
sumed on the Philippine question. He 
declared his belief that if Aguinaldo 
himself occupied the seat in the senate 
occupied by Sir. Pettigrew, represent- 
ing the people o£ South Dakota, who 
had sent their SOBS as soldiers to the 
Philippines, he -would be too patriotic, 
too devoted to the interests of 'the 
country, to assume the attitude as- 
sumed by the present South Dakota, 
senator. Mr. Wolc&tt adverted also to 
the speech recently delivered by Mr. 
Beveridge (Rep., Ind.), sharply crit- 
icising it for the spirit of greed which 
seemed to animate the senator in mak- 
ing such a deliverance. At the conclu- 
sion of the Philippine discussion Mr. 
Rawlins (Dem., Utah) addressed an 
elaborate argument to the senate in 
opposition to the proposed financial 
legislation.

L. G. Powers of Washlngion. chief 


statistician in charge of tb« agricul- 
tural investigations of the twelfth cen- 
sus. Is making an especial effort to in- 
sure the adequate and complete repre- 
sentation of all branches of agricul- 
tural industry by tise statistics which 
will be collected under his direction- 
At the same time he has not consider- 
ed it advisable to place upon the gen- 
eral agricultural schedule, which will 
be placed in the hands of the enumer- 
ators, 
detailed 
inquiries concerning 


crops the production of which is strict- 
ly localized. Such products will be pro- 
vided for in special schedules, which 
will be distributed in the localities only 
in which the-crops to which they re- 
late are grown. 


Among the industries to receive 


treatment of this character cranberry 
culture is one of the most important. 
Bays the Chicago Inter Ocean. 
The 


special schedule to be used In this in- 
vestigation has been prepared and will 
be distributed soon, at which time 
it Is believed that nearly the en- 
tire production for the year 1899 
will hare been marketed. The main 
dependence in this investigation will 
be upon schedules to be transmitted 
and returned by mall. 
Therefore Its 


success will depend largely upon the 
Interest manifested by cranberry grow- 
ers. 


The Inquiries to be made will Include 


questions concerning the ownership of 
each plantation or bog. as it is of 
course desirable to show what propor- 
tion of the total acreage Is cultivated 
by those who owu the land and what 
proportion by tenants. 
An attempt 


ivill be made to segregate the area In 
natural riues from that in planted 
vines, ftnd an inquiry concerning the 
number bf vines planted during the 
lust three years has beec framed in 
order to ascertain the number bf young 
vines and thus indicate in some degree 
the probable future progress of the 
industry. There will also be two in- 
quiries concerning the quantity produc- 
ed during 1809." so as to show sep- 
arately the production from natural 
and from planted vines. The,net value 
of the cranberry crop of ISO'J will be 
asked of each producer, flnd care will 
be Inken to exclude from this value 
the cost of packing and.marketing.

persons who visit -the national 


capital-and, in fact, .not a great many 
residents are aware of the system Ifi 
operation at the White House for the 
protection of tbe - president and his 
household, says the Washington cor- 
respondent of tbe St. Louis Post-Dis- 
patch. To the casual observer there Is 
apparently no guard system. Tbose 
who have visited the White House and 
moved throughout its large grounds 
have wondered at: the apparent laxity. 
They have even inquired why so much 
liberty and freedom of access to any 
portion of the president's private do- 
main are allowed to all sightseers. 
Some persons .have remarked that it 
would be impossible for tbe policemen 
on duty there to tell by observation 
whether a visitor "was there as a sight- 
seer or anarchist who intended vio- 
lence toward the president or some 
member of bis family. But at the 
same time they have-realized the fact 
that cranks and others are: in variably 
excluded- The question frith the un- 
initiated is liW tbe thing is prevented 
and where are these guards- Tfbo seem 
to see and know all that transpires. . 


When one considers the methods for 


protection .employed_. by the eastern 
rulers, the contrast with those In vogue 
here Is marked. Here' there'has never 
been felt a genuine necessity for an 
armed guard for the president and his 
family. Since the birth of the republic 
it has witnessed but' two assassina- 
tions of presidents—tiiose of Lincoln 
and Garfield—and on neither occasion 
was the deed committed at the White 
House. 


While no necessity is felt for a strong 


guard at the White House, there is 
nevertheless the due and necessary 
precaution to guard ngainst emergen- 
cies. This guard system is practically 
an innovation, as it has been in exist- 
ence but a little more than a year. 
Previous to its organization and, in 
fact since the last military guard was 
withdrawn from tbe White House aft- 
er the death of President Garfield, 
there was always a small force at the 
mansion, but there was not such a 
good system. The present system is 
considered as nearly perfect as possi- 
ble, and tbei-e !s no display about it 


To begin with, the White House is 


surrounded by policemen at all hours 
of the day and night Each policeman 
does duty for eight hours, anil only 15 
policemen are detailed for the 24 hours, 
which are divided into three watches. 
In charge of these policemen are two 
sergeants, who do 12 hour "tricks" of 
duty. For instance, five policemen go 
into service at 8 o'clock in the mora- 
ing and remain until 4 o'clock In the 
afternoon, when they are relieved by 
five others, who continue through until 
midnight, being then relieved by still 
another quintet, who are in turn re- 
lieved by the men who report for duty 
at 8 o'clock. Tbe sergeant who begins 
duty with the morning squad sees 
them relieved at 4 o'clock, when be is 
ready for the second sergeant The 
latter is not relieved until 8 o'clock the 
following morntag. The sergeants are 
not always . patrolling the grounds, 
though they never leave them and can 
always, when not in view, be located 
at the watchhonse where the working 
apparatus of the guard system is se- 
creted. 


In the watchhonse Is detailed a clerk 


and operator who has charge of all 
records, answers all telephone calls 
and rejristprs the policemen on guard 
'ivhci) thL'.v" ta'J'ii in every hour from 
their respective beats. This clerk arid 
operator does duty for 12,hours and Is 
then relieved by a second mac, wuo 
performs the service required. 
Tlie 


five policemen who do duty at the 
same-time are assigned to five beats 
which surround immediately the White 
House and the attached conservatory. 


Eacb policeman patrols his beat for 


one hour.after going on o"uty and then 
moves on to the second beat and to the 
third; fourth and'fiftb', beginning again 
at tbe starting point and thus:consum- 
ing five hours.• - In tbe other three 
hours he, of course, covers three beats. 
Each policeman leaves his beat (it the 
end of an hourand communicates that 
fact to the operator at the watch, bos 
by pressing a small'button located at 
the Junction of the beats:" This regis- 
ters the policeman, and be is marked 
up as on duty at bis proper post. ^The 
little registering buttons are secreted 
in convenient places easy .of access to 
the policeman, but not conspicuous. 


These little buttons, however, are not 


nsed exclusively :for registering the po- 
licemen. By a certain number of pres-' 
sures on tbe button at any of the beats 
the policeman can indicate to the op- 
erator whether the sergeant is wanted, 
a crank ia becoming obstreperous, a 
fire has started, a person,..seized with' 
illness, a riot Is in progress or. In fact, 
aaything out of the ordinary that Biay 
have happened. 
- 


The operator, of course, has blS'.in- 


structions and knows oxactiy bow to 
act according to the exigencies of tbe 
occasion. He has at bis elbow a tele- 
phone which will connect him with po- 
lice headquarters, flro alarm headquaiv 
ters or. in fact, any place where a tele- 
phone is located, and be can summon 
In a few minutes whatever help may 
be needed. Thus It can be readily, seen 
tbat though there is apparently no 
guard at the White House, tbe presi- 
dent !•< better protected than ever be- 
fore aud by a most complete system. 


IRISHMEN WITH BOERS. 


fcc'n Say» a Went Pointer Command*

According to a letter lecclrcd In Bos- 


ton dated-'Nev: 20- from James F. Duna, 
formerly"of.Xtiwell, A\ho Is flgining 
with the B<«JCS in $i»otb Africa, the 
burghers have an Irish bilgade of moie 
than 2,000 men, the majority of whom 
ere from California and tlie west, with 
quite a sprinkling from the old country 
and.'the Cape. 
He•• says the brigade 


commander is Colonel-Blake, a West 
Ppinter formerly in .the 0nlteOi States 
cavalry. 
Dunn writes that the Boers, 


'are getting new men every day from 
every country in Europe and from the 
United States and that, wbile the ma- 
jority from America, are from the mid- 
dle .west, there are some from around 
New STork,. Boston and Philadelphia, 
says tbe New York Sun. All tbe Amer- 
ican recruits are veterans of the Spaa- 
ish-Ainerican war or have served in the 
regular army. Dunn sajs it -nas 1 200 
men of bis brigade that captured tbe 
Irish fusiioers at .Dundee and adds that 
if the Boer contingent had had more 
experience In military matters they 
would have taken the whole of General 
Yule's command. In speaking about 
the army penned up in Ladysrnitb he 
says: 


"They used to make sorties and rush 


hills, but we bad orders to drop back 
and let them rush, and when they got 
tired we occupied our old positions and 
soaked them as they limped back to 
camp. A few days ago they came out 
In strength., and when the Boers re- 
tired Colonel Blake held our position. 
and we waited for them, running up 
the green flag to make them raw. The 
Boers don't carry bayonets; the Irish 
brigade does. 
• 
. 
. 


"They .shelled our position for an 


hour, dropping shells over us and be- 
yond us, but doing ho particular harm; 
Colonel Blake passed the word along 
tbe line to wait and frive them a good 
fight. A real. English regiment came; 
at our position, and their officers called 
and urged them on. 1 am in Cassidy's 
company. He is an Arizona ni.in. .ind 
we have half a dozen fellows from 
Tucsou wht? are dead shots. 
We lay 


low, 
squinting over the breastworks 


while our Tucson fellows tumbled over 
officer after officer. 


"When they 'reached the foot of the 


hill. Colonel Blake ordered us to cease 
firing and told a few. men from each 
company to yell, jump up and proteucl 
to ruu away. 
This CDcoufagCu the 


Johnnies to cheer, and tbey came up 
tbe hill panting and shooting wildly. 
When about 100 foet from us, we let 
them Imve it from Mauser, Menulicher 
ami Masim, and BL-ike yelled, "Now, 
boys, give them a taste of tlie real 
tiling!' The cheer that went np could 
be beard a mile off, and we went over 
tlie intrenchments -it them with the 
bayonet 


"Surprised? 
You never saw any- 


thing like It. A volley point blank and 
then the metal. 
We went at them in 


good Irish fashion, and some of the 
Yanks and Ohio chaps were wilder 
than the Turks. The redcoats wouldn't 
stand for it. but went down the hill on 
a break, sprinting little greyhounds. 
We marched back about one-sixth of 
them, and there was a badly mauled 
lot lying" around that we sent into the 
English camp that night, as wo prefer- 
red to let them have the bother of doc- 
toring them. They won't be very hot 
to rush a hill with a green flag over it 
again, I imagine. 


"The accounts sent out by the Eng- 


lish come back to us. and the fellow 
that runs their Intelligence department 
and sends-out the news Is a star, the 
noblest liar of them ail. You want to 
take no stock whatever in him. We 
are all right The only thin? we are 
short of is doctors and medicines. We 
ought to have a better staff of physi- 
cians and an ambulance corps,, and I 
s?uppoee they will be organized, soon, ns 
these things are to arrive from Eli- 
rope,"
